reaus of standards experts, who lost 
their lives In a- laboratory explosion 
Thursday, and t,.- six others who 
were injured had Just completed ex- 
periments which are expected to save 
500.000,000 gallons of gasoline a year. 


In their study of evaporation, bu- 


reau officials said Friday, the labora- 
tory force had discovered methods for 
preventing 
huge waste from 
this 


cause and had prepared full charts of 
great economic value 


The experiments had been proceed- 


ing for several months. It was said, 
and had Just reached the stage of a 
final report on the findings. 


TEST Z. R.-1 ENGINES 


Another task recently undertaken 


by the victims of the explosion which 
was the most serious in the history of 
the bureau, was the testing of the en 
glnes of the navy airship Z R -1. In an

a series of experiments from which 
data were developed for nax-al engl 
neers showing the amount and grade 
of fuel needed at every foot of an altl 
tude of six miles with required carbu 
retor adjustments at

simulate low and high altitudes, while 
the motors were kept running.

A CHESS VILLAGE 


The village of Stressbock. in Germany, 


is insane over the game of chess. The dai- 
ly press prints an item, about three sticks 
in kngth. describing how the fifteen hun- 
dred inhabitants live in the 
pastime, 


which is called the intellectual divertise- 
ment. 
Chess is taught in the schools, 


and chess boards are drawn on walls of 
stores and houses and on the livingroom 
and diningroom tables. 
Chess is played 


at church festivals. 


The article says that Stressbock has 


been playing chess since the eleventh cen- 
tury, more than eight hundred years. The 
story goes that a certain Count Gunne- 
lin, who wjis a prisoner in the town's dun- 
geon, taught the game to his guards, who, 
in turn, taught it to the town's citizens. 


The men and children are as well read 


on chess as we are on baseball.- football 
and prize fighting. They have the names 
of all the great players on their tongues. 
Undoubtedly, they are familiar with the 
Various strategic moves. However, says 
the article, no citizen of Stressbock has/ 
ever attained to inter-national prominence 
in chess. 


Chess and checkers are said' to be the 


"games of thought." They train the 
the mind. Being like battles, in which 
every move has a bearing on the final re- 
sult, they accustom the mind to strategy. 
The mind sees the future in the present. 
What will happen if this move is made? 
Every possible contingency is weighed. 


These games do teach a person how to 


concentrate and how to think. But they 


' ruin the mind, too. They are only games, 


and though they train the mind in the 
art of thinking, they also train the mind 
to disregard moral values. 
Those who 


give up these intellectual games in time, 
or treat them merely as pastimes, do 
benefit from them. 


Stressbock is a fair illustration of the 


fact that chess itself is not a mind-devel- 
oper. The inhabitants have been playing 
it for eight and a quarter centuries, yet 
none of them has been distinguished in 
chess or anything else in particular. 


A story is told of the champion check- 


er player o£ a Mississippi valley state: He 
was instructing a few friends in the 
tricks of the game one afternoon, in tfce 
headquarters of the State club, when a 
negro workman dropped in and watched 
the play.

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J. A.- Gilmore's Trip To Grocery Store In Early

Day Was Sample Of Hardships Endured 


By Pioneer' Farmers Of County

Deer Creek township are num 
bered among tho pioneers of the 


county, who have dono much In the 
opening up ot that rich farming eec 
tlon to human uso and habitation and 
who have suffered much of the prlva- 
"tions of early days and enjoyed many 
of the pleasures. ^ 


It IB difficult for tho writer t<j de 


oide whether the following story told 
by Mr. Gllmore Is one of hardship ir 
his early life or pleasure. A«. Mr. Gil- 
more did not settle the question, noth- 
Ins beter can bo done than to repeat 
tho story and leave the decision to 
tho reader. 


"One morning during very high wa- 


ter In June, my wife announced that 
we wor« out of floui1. In that emerg- 
ency there was no alternative but to 
drive the team as far down the trail 
to the«outh as I could, tie it to a tree 
borrow a. boat at this point where the 
•water was too uncertain for the horses 
to travel, make my way west by pol- 
ing vh» boat over the sub-neiijej land 
to the Wolf river, cross the river on 
the farm now owned by John Luebke. 
moore the boat and when solid foqting 
was reached, walk from that point to 
Bear Creek railroad 
station, take a 


-train for the New London station, hire 
a~Cbat at the New London station and 
K,W through the principle streets of 
New London to tho nearest grocery 
store. This was the course I took and 
the way I reached ~the^grocery store. 


"When I arrived at the store. I 


pushed the bow of the boat as far as 
possible- Into the door of the store. To 


i do business dry shod expeditiously. the 


grocerman had planks Btrjung across 
from one counter to the other. These 
were used as'runways in- serving cus- 
tomers In boats at the door. Kis goods 
•were piled high 
and dry above the 


-flood water and were in good condi- 
tion. The groceryman seemed to en- 
Joy the novelty of doing business that 
required the skill of a tight rope walk- 
er and he certainly served flour and 
other provisions in short time and In 
first class condition.

state In tho early 40's that the land 
about the' reservation In Wisconsin 
that the government had set aside as a 
home for the 'Oneida Indians was ex- 
ceedingly fertile. Joseph Gllmore. the 
father of J. A. Gllmore who had previ- 
ously lived In Now York, loaded all his 
earthly belongings in a prairie schoon- 
er and tet out from Trumbsll-co., Ohio 
to follow up the Oneida Indians. 10 in- 
vestigate the truth of the report about 
fertile land and If possible to choose 
a farm for himself and to locate there- 


i. 
On July 3', 1S4S, this Gilmoro schoon- 


er pulled up at the stanty of a settler, 
Searls Mlnkler by name, in the town- 
ship of Algoma, five miles west of 
Oshkosh and as Gilmore did not wish 
to travel on July 4, he asfted Mlnkler 
if ho might pasture his horses over 
the Fourth on the land in front of the 
shanty.-" At the time of Gilmore's ar- 
rival, there were only four other 
claims taken up In the town of Algo 
rna. 


As Oshkosh^was intending to cele- 


brate that particular Fourth with an 
Indian wardance and as Mlnkler had 
planned to attend the celebration, he 
invited Gilmore to accompany him. 
When the pair reached the Fox river 
they hired an Indian to ferry them 
over in a birch bark canoe. After en- 
joying the hubub In Oshkosh, they 
made the return trip. Minkler was a 
victim of the gold craze In California 
and as Gilmore's 
schooner was an 


ideal conveyance of that day. he pro- 
posed to Gllmore to trade farm for the 
schooner. 


In the morning Mlnkler removed his 


few belongings from the shanty, and 
Gllmore moved in. As soon as Mlnkler 
hcd loaded up. ho drove off for Pike's 
ptak, leaving Gllmore standing In the 
door of the' shanty with $2.50 in his 
pocket, no team, no tools, except axe. 
hoe and grain cradle to work land and 
not knowing where the next meal was 
coming from. 


When his team passed from" sight. 


Gilmoro turned to more 
practical 


things than longing for his team and 
deploring his'financial condition. He 
soon found a job cradling grain at 75 
cents a day In tho harvest fields to the 
west of his town. He took his pay IR 
pork as needed for his family and the 
balance in cash. 


75 PER CENT INTEREST 


As Gilmore needed J100 In Decem- 


ber to prove up on his claim, he went 
to the Fitzgerald bank in Green Bay 
to borrow the money. The bank ac- 
commodated him but charged Interest 
at the rate of 75 per cent. To pay the 
note when It was due. Gllrntrfe sold 
one-half of his land to Giles Olson for 
$300. 
Gilmore lived on this land in 


Algoma until the time of his death in 
1S97. 


J. A. Gilmore made his home with 


his father until the time of his mar- 
riage In 1870 to Ellen Merrill. Filo 
Beals and George Crowner then lived 
north of the present Gllmore farm in 
the town of Deer Creek, Outagamie-co. 
GJlmore brought a. load of goods from 
Omro with a span of horses to the 
Beal's homestead In the woods— Gil- 


moro at that time was looking for 
land covered with heavy timber and 
free from stono and rocks. When ho 
and his wlfo had Inspected the land, 
they bought their present farm from 
Porter Bowon who had removed tho 
pine, made a small clearing but had 
neplected to build a shanty. 


Tho Gllmores bought their land for 


$400 In December and moved onto It 
in tho spring of 1876. While thev. 
with the aid of a few neighbors were 
rolling up the logs for a shanty, they 
lived with the Seals. 
They chinked 


the shanty but did not have time to 
plaster It and moved into It as soon as 
the roof was on. 


Gllmore sold-some of the logs cut on 


his farm to buyers and landed them 
on the bank of the Wolf river. He sold 
others to tho Ingcrsol mill south of 
Bear Creek Corners. 
Although he 


sleared about 50 acres, Gilmoro never 
burned good timber.

The year after he landed in Deer 


Creek, Gilmoro says there were only 
seven settlers east of the river of 
which he and his wife and 
Patrick 


McClone are the only survivors, 
ke farm for the accommodation of rlv-

In milk pasteurized at 145 degrees F. for 30 min- 
utes the albumen and globulin are not precipitated, 
and neither is there change in the soluble salts.
